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Books about Occupations 
A Reading List for High School Sentidaes

Many teachers and counselors in the secondary schools of Kansas 
have often expressed the need of having available a greater number 
of reading materials about a wide variety of occupations. Both the 
classroom teacher who is teaching a unit on vocations and the counselor 
who is trying to help some individual in developing his own vocational 
objectives frequently find that present materials and sources are not 
quite adequate. 


Many schools would solve the problem of securing materials by 
purchasing a large number of pamphlets each of which covers a specific 
occupation briefly but concisely. Too often this only serves to whet the 
appetite of the earnest student who says, “This was good. Have you 
any more material about this occupation?” Another even more serious 
limitation of this type of material is that it often contains only a factual 


description with a liberal sprinkling of details that may quickly become 
out of date. 


The present list was prepared to meet the need for additional read- 
ing materials about vocations for high school students. Three types of 
materials have been included. First and most common of the three 
types are the autobiographies and biographies of men and women who 
have achieved distinction in a particular vocation. Books of this type 
are often authentic, although it is true that any account may suffer 
from errors of omission as well as those of commission. The writers 
were conscious of the fact that some biographical accounts are glamor- 
ized. Such books they studiously tried to omit from the list. Also, one 
of the major problems of the teacher who is concerned with guiding 
the reading of high school students is that of weaning them from a 
steady diet of fiction. Here biography can be especially valuable, for 
the true-to-life account has an appeal which may outweigh any ad- 
vantages of gripping drama that fiction may have to offer. 


Because of the foregoing, the reader may assume that all books of 
fiction were omitted. This was considered unwise, for many students 
develop interests through reading in fiction which can later be satisfied 
through nonfiction sources. Then, too, there are fictional accounts

which present material of high quality. The reputable writer of fiction 
today does a thorough job of research into all phases of the story that 
he tells. Thus, some books of fiction were included under each of the 
occupations listed, and in each case an attempt was made to include 
only those books that presented an accurate portrayal. For some stu- 
dents, the teacher or counselor may wish to use a book of fiction first 
and then follow with nonfiction material. Also, a steady diet of non- 
fiction reading may be enlivened by the contrast that fiction may pro- 
vide. Then, too, many teachers have stated that they would like to be 
able to present fiction and nonfiction material side by side to make both 
forms clearer to students. There are many occupations listed here where 
both forms are included, thus providing teachers with numerous ex- 
amples for comparative purposes. 


The third type of book included is the purely expository account of 
one or more occupations. These books describe and explain various 
phases of an occupation such as qualities needed to succeed and the 
training required. The brief article, career monograph or the vocational 
pamphlet has not been included, however. There are so many possi- 
bilities here that it would require another listing as large or larger than 
the present bibliography. To satisfy those who wish to use some of this 
material, nine’ sources are mentioned in Appendix B, “Vocational 
Pamphlets.” 


In addition to including the three types of books, the biographical, 
fictional, and expository, the writers were faced with two other prob- 
lems: In what way should the book list be organized? What facts 
should be included about each book ? 


Since so many counselors in the state of Kansas use the Kuder 
Preference Record for identifying student interests, the writers decided 
that it might facilitate the work of the counselor if the book list were 
separated into the ten main areas of interests into which this inventory 
is divided. This should also be useful to those teachers who are inter- 
ested in gathering all available information that they can get about 
their students from the guidance department. 


However, some of the best books about vocations can not be classi- 
fied under one of the ten areas because a book might cover a wide 
variety of occupations. Rather than engage in a series of multiple listings 
or an almost limitless number of cross references, the first section of 
the book list is labeled “General Vocations.” Here 30 books are listed 
which cover many different occupations in addition to a wide variety 
of materials related to finding one’s life work and succeeding in it.

Following the section on “General Vocations,” each of the ten areas 
nn crassa are broken down into specific occupations as indicated 
elow.

Lawyer; Policeman; Politics, General; Politics, Presidents; Radio 
Work; Retailing. 

VI. Artistic: Artistic, General; Architecture; Artist; Designing; 
Millinery; Modeling; Photography; Sculpture. 

VII. Lrrerary: Literary, General; Author; Journalism; Librarian; 
Teacher and Professor; Theater, General; Theater, Actor. 
VIII. Musicat: Musical, General; Composer; Conductor; Dancer; 

Pianist; Singer; Violinist. 

IX. Socrat Service: Social Service, General; Airline Hostess; Govern- 
ment Service; Home Economist; Nursing; Occupational Ther- 
apy; Religion, General; Ministry and Priesthood; Missionary; 
Convent Life. 

X. Ciericat: Clerical, Business; Clerical, Secretarial. 


Within the ten divisions above there are a total of 92 parts. Most 
of these represent individual occupational areas although the reader 
has probably already noted that if a book was found which pertained 
to the entire area, it was listed first in a special section. For example, 
three good books that are germane to all of Section II, Mechanical, are 
listed first under the heading, “Mechanical, General.” Such “general” 
books are listed first in sections III, Computational; IV, Scientific; VI, 
Artistic; VII, Literary; VIII, Musical; and IX, Social Service. 

The next problem of determining which facts to include about each 
book brought forth a number of possibilities. The writers finally de- 
cided that the following eight items were the most important: name

of author, title of book, publisher, date, cost, reading level, type of book, 
and annotation. 


To save space, no publishers’ addresses are given in the book list 
itself. Only the first name of the publisher is listed, such as “Abelard” 
for “Abelard-Schuman.” The addresses of all publishers mentioned are 
listed alphabetically in Appendix A. 

The price given for each book is the last quotation found. In this 
day of rising costs it is not unusual to find that price lists are out of 
date almost the moment they are printed. 


Reading level has been indicated by three levels of difficulty: I for 
a level of difficulty which is roughly ninth grade and below; II, tenth 
grade; and III, 11th and 12th grade. One might say books labeled I 
should be relatively easy for the average high school reader, II would 
be books of average difficulty and III those books which are more ma- 
ture and challenging. These levels have not been derived by applying 
readability formulas but are estimates by the writers based either upon 
direct experience with the books or through evaluations made by other 
teachers or found in sources such as those published by the Children’s 
Book Center of the University of Chicago, the American Library Asso- 
ciation and the National Council of Teachers of English. In this con- 
nection it should be noted that students who develop an interest in an 
occupation may read above their expected reading level in materials 
related to that occupation. Since purpose is strong, motivation is great; 
and, previous reading and knowledge provide a background of infor- 
mation and a mastery of basic vocabulary which all add up to make 
reading more effective. 


The type of book may be readily noted in two ways. All books of 
fiction have an asterisk (*) placed beside the Roman Numeral which 
indicates difficulty level. Biographies can be identified by title and by 
the annotation. The annotations have been purposely kept short to 
provide more space for listing a greater number of books. Books 
which are purely expository can also be identified by the title and the 
annotation. 


Those who are well acquainted with the ten divisions of the Kuder 
Preference Record will be able to locate books quickly in the following 
list. Those who are not will find an index on pages 47-8 which lists each 
of the 92 occupational interest areas alphabetically.
